The Japan ese claim ed that both 
groups of A m erican raiding craft 
w ere driven off by anti a in raft d e­ 
fenses. 
The initial an n ou n cem en t of the 
raid on the Kuriles, the second a t­ 
tack on that area since July 19, was 
follow ed by a w arning to the Jap ­
